Far-reaching changes in the 
ountry's telephone systems, may 

be urged soon, as the result of a 
tudy just completed, It was 
earned this week. 

Results of a county-wide sur­ 
vey on telephones, made jointly 
by the state railroad commission 
and by Southern California Tele­ 
phone company and other com­ 
panies operating in smaller ex­ 
changes, are being awaited by 
engineers who participated in the 
check. 

Statisticians now are piecing 
together the Information that 
has been gathered, but it will be 
several months yet before they 
can form any definite conclusions. 

Recent installations made in 
the county have utilized seven 
numbers, instead of six as for­ 
merly. Telephone company en­ 
gineers try to figure 10 years 
ahead, sometimes longer, as to 
what the trend in population will 
be and the resulting demands 
for service. It has been reportec 
that subscribers to the Los An­ 
geles city system would soon be 
able to dial direct many num­ 
bers that now must be reached 
through a long distance operator. 

Meanwhile, Los Angeles city Is 
seeking rate reductions and has 
been gathering data for some 
months in support of its rate 
proceedings before the commis­ 
sion. Most far - reaching orde 
was that providing for cxtendec 
service between the Los Angele 
exchange and subscribers in con 
tlguous exchanges, and later th 
was further enlarged to perm 
similar service to non-contiguou 
exchanges, such as West Los An 
gcles.
